that Lizzie was In hor stepmother's 
room at 9: SO and that was about tho 
time of iho murder, and that she was In 
hor father's room about that time. It 
!B understood that while to tho general 
public the testimony of Prof. Wood 
was favorable to Lizzie because It ap- 
peared to demonstrate that there were 
no blood stains on the clothes or 
hatchot, it was really against her, be- 
cause of hln evidence In regard to tho 
time of death. It has already been es- 
tablished by the government that Liz- 
zie was about the room at or near tho 
times referred to above, and thcso 
times and tho exact time of death are 
nlmoHt Identical. It tho testimony of 
Mrn. Rcgnn is put in rolattvo to a quar- 
rel between tho E In to re and It proves to 
In1 us hit* been stated, thon tho govern* 
merit will fool qulto certain that there 
in no Maw In its chain. 


Although the court came In promptly 


nt 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, tho 
(Untrlcfc attorney did not, anil it was 
fully fifteen minutes before ho was 
rt'ivdy for business. 


Tim greatest crowd of tho trial was 


on Imml an hour before the court 
opened, tho corridors, aisles and every 
poHHagewny being filled, and back of 
tho st'ttoos were dozens of people stand- 
ing. 


Tho first witness was Annie M. 


White, ofllclftl Htcnographor, who said 
flh« was present at the Inquest and took 
notes of the whole examination. 
Her 


notes as written out wore offered in 
evidence. 


CroHs-oxamlncd, she said that when 


Minn Borden was examined there wore 
othcrH present, but slio could not toll 
who were there then especially; there 
was one stranger whom she did not 
know.

thing all right. Lizzie could not state 
whether her mother came down-stairs 
again after she went up stairs with the 
shams. She might have coir.o down 
when Lizzie was down cellar for a few 
m >ments, but she could not have come 
down without Lizzie seeing her, and 
bho did not recollect of it. After her 
father went out her stepmother went 
u p-stairs, and she did not go up- 
stairs, and so far as she 
knew, 


she was alone in the lower part 
of the house the larger portion of the 
time her father was away. The front 
door was locked and nobody could have 
got in there. When her father came in 
she was in the kitchen eating a pear. 
There was a little fire in the stove, but 
not much, and she put In n email piece 
of wood to start it up. Did not see 
Maggie after her father camo in. Liz- 
zio said she wen.t to the barn to get 
lead for a sinker. Sho got it from a 
box on a workbench; had not been In 
the barn for three months before; un- 
hooked tho screen door to go to the barn 
after she fixed her father on the lounge. 
Lizzie HnyB she did not know whether 
Maggie had washed tho windows of tho 
dining room or kitchen, but Magglo 
told her she had been told to do so. 
Lizzie Bald all the fish-lines sho had 
wore at the "farm" and she had not 
scon them for fivo years, and thought J 
there wore no sinkers there, nt least \ 
none on her lines, and she was going to 
buy some now lines before going to 
Marlon and now hooks. Thought if 
she could find sinkers sho would not 
have to buy them when she bought the 
lines; know there wan lead there be- 
caitso her father had told her so and 
sho had seen them there some time 
previous. 


Several pages of the stenographer's 
opy were devoted to a tilt between tho 
istrlct attorney and Lizzie, caused by 
is trying to find out just what Lizzie 
ah doing in the barn to occupy twenty 
ilnutea; she eat three pears and looked 
ut of the window and overhauled a 
KIX for tho lead.

This closed the government^ case. 
After tho reading of tho statement 


iho records of the Oak Grove autopsy 
wore put in by the defense as evidence, 
and ordered put into tho records. 


Tho first witness for the defense was 


Dr. H. \V. Bowcn, neighbor and family 
physician of tho Bordens. On tho day 
of tho tragedy he was driving up to his 
house when his wife and Thomas Hollos 
informed him of the affair. 
In con- 


sequence of that information he went 
directly to tho side door of the Borden 
houso where he mot Miss Lizzie. Wit- 
ness won excited, because tho message 
had been given him in such a manner 
as to excite him. Llzzlo said: "Fathor 
has been murdered; been stabbed " In 
reply to my question afl to what was 
the matter, sho said she had seen no- 
body, nor had she heard anybody, and 
then she told me her father was in thn 
sitting room, and when witness got 
there ho found Mrs. Churchill and Misa 
Russell; examined Mr. Borden and 
found that death had come, and then 
he said: "Mr. Itordcn has been mur- 
dered." 


Witness then described tho location 


and position of the bodies as he found 
them. When Dr. Polan came witness 
went tip stajrs with him. Whon Lizzie 
went to her room It was because of ad- 
vice of witness. lie was at tho house 
tho morning before, shortly after ho 
had on ten breakfast; he hod talked 
with Mrs. Borden at his office and then 
went over and talked with Mr. Borden; 
he did not remember whether they told 
him whore Lizzie was. 


When he wont up with Dr. Dolan ho 


Slid not examine the wounds particu- 


larly. At that time he did not form 
any opinion as to the time of the death 
of the parties. 


Mrs. Borden called on witness early 


on Wednesday morning and said she 
was afraid she had been poisoned and 
that she was frightened, and while she 
was there she came near vomiting; she 
said that Mr. Borden and herself had 
been sick the night before between 9 
and 12, and that Miss Lizzie had been 
sick about midnight. This closed the 
investigation for the day, and an ad- 
journment was made until 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning.

A PANIC IN HAMBURG 


The Cholera Continues to Spread 


with Increased Rapidity. 


APPiLLIHG FREQ UERCY OP FUNERALS. 


Many of the Burials Take Plac* at 


Night—Those Able to Do So Flee- 


ing from the Plague-Cursed 


Cily—In Other Places. 


THE LABOR KALEIDOSCOPE. 


One Department Starts Up With Old 


and New Hen, and Another 


Closes Down. 


PiTT8iuman, Pa., 
AUR. SO.—There 


was much excitomeut in tho vicinity of 
Schoonberfrer's mills, between Four- 
teenth and 
Sixteenth streets, this 


morning. The announcement made by 
the firm that they would to-day start 
up the steel ctcpattmenta regardless of 
whether their former 
employes re- 


ported for duty or not, attracted the 
men who refused to go to work pend- 
ing a settlement of tho steel ncale, to 
the streets surrounding tho 
works. 


Several police officers were placed on 
guard, but there was no disturbance to 
call for their interference. 
Shortly 


after 0 o'clock 
a sufficient 
num- 


ber of men had been 
secured to 


start up the besscmcr department, and 
the converter was put into operation. 
Some of tho men at work wero old em- 
ployes who had gone back to their 
former positions, while the remainder 
of the crew was made up of nonunion 
men. Up to noon five heats had been 
cast into inpots. As soon, however, as 
this new steel was transferred to tho 
steel department the puddlcrs, rough- 
ers, 
catchers, muck 
barrollers und 


horse-shoe workers 
came out on a 


strike. 


All departments of the mill were 


thon closed down, except the bossemer, 
which continued makim? steelingots. 
In all about 400 men quit work. 
Hugh O'Donnol* Put Under Bonds- 
Wholesale Arrests to Follow. 


PiTTsnontiu, Pa., Aug. 
31.— Hugh 


O'Donnell, the Homestead leader, was 
put under Imil yesterday morning to 
answer to charges of conspiracy and 
aggravated riot. Ho waived a hearing 
on the charge of riot and gave bail. 
The information was sworn out by the 
Carnegie Stool Co. Mr. O'Donnell was 
the only striker who was placed under 
bonds yesterday morning. Tho hear- 
ing will take placo on Thursday. Mr. 
O'Donnell said there were no new de- 
velopments in the strike. 


Wholesale arrests are expected for 


the remainder of the week. One of the 
spies employed to watch tho Iloroe- 
stead strikers says that forty-four in- 
formations have been mado. lie as- 
sert* that tho papers in 108 other cases 
have been prepared. 


Secretary Lovejoy, of the Carnegie 


company, did not deny the above state- 
ment of facts, but he madccthe figures 
larger. Ho said no more informations 
would be made this week. Thus far 
there have been 
considerably more 


than 100 warrants issued. He would 
not give tho exac*. number. 


"How many persons for whom you 


have warrants have left Uomestead?" 


"We cannot say exactly, but I do not 


believe more than a half a dozen. I 
cannot tell how many informations 
will be made in all, nor can I say how 
many informations will be sworn out 
next week. That matter is almost 
wholly in the hands of our attorneys. 
They have the list ofcpersons liable to 
charges, and when they have examined 
the evidence the suits will be entered. 
I can tell you, however, that a good 
many informations will be made. The 
attorneys have a list of 800 to choose 
from, and we have evidence against 
all."

The Oholera Spreading* with Increased 
Rapidity. 


IlAMriuiiO, Aug. 80.—The sultriness 


of the atmosphere since early last 
evening has caused the cholera to 
spread with Increased rapidity, and 
hopes of the near abatement of the dis- 
ease havo received a shock. To-night 
810 new cases and 310 deaths are re- 
ported for the day. The number of in- 
terments yesterday was 290, •almost 
three times the overage In healthful 
times. Many of tho burials now tako 
place at night, as then there is less 
danger of Infection, as fewer person!) 
are abroad to be panic stricken by tho 
appalling frequency cof the funerals. 
Most bodies are 
unaccompanied by 


friends or relatives. Persons of the 
poorer class dying in hospitals aro 
buried without any attempt at cere- 
mony and without having been even 
seen by friends or family. 


The long-expected panic seems to 


have come. Tho exodus of families of 
property is continuous and increasing. 
The railway stations aro full night and 
day, and there Is difB c ulty in finding 
porters enough to transport the bag- 
gage. Business is dead. Most of the 
shops not dealing in the daily necessi- 
ties are closed. Those that remain open 
do hardly -i tenth of their usual trade. 
The cafes are deserted and the restau- 
rants ore without patrons, except at 
meal times. The hotels to-day received 
but twenty-nine persons, and most of 
them aro virtually ompty. The loss of 
trade in the last three days is estimated 
to be in the millions. The celebration 
of tho anniversary of tho surrender of 
Napoleon III has been forbidden. 


Six coses of cholera are reported this 


evening from the military camp at 
Lockstedt, lu Holstein. Many of the 
soldiers aro ailing, and a temporary 
hospital for handling victims has been 
established. 


The Oholera In Berlin. 


BERLIN, Aug. 30.—The air is damp 


and oppressive. The official placards 
on the bill boards, this afternoon, an- 
nounce that in the last twenty hours 
nineteen fresh cases of cholera have 
been discovered. The patients have 
been taken to the cholera hospital in 
Moabit. The course of the disease is 
watched with the most minute care by 
the authorities and "by the official phy- 
sicians, who have been engaged by tho 
score and placed on duty at the police 
stations, tho railway stations and pub- 
lic Institutions. All persons arriving 
from cities suspected of Infection are 
carefully examined and their baggage 
is fumigated. 


So far the progress of the plague has 


been too small to affect very noticeably 
the city's daily life. 
Only before tho 


bill boards, where the official reports 
aro posted, and on the street corners, 
whore sanitary instructions have been 
placarded, is any variation of tho regu- 
lar routine to bo observed. At these 
places small groups have gathered all 
day 


A laborer in a group near a bill board 


near the foot of the Friedrich strasse, 
this morning, was taken suddenly ill, 
and fell groaning with pain to tho 
ground. At the police station, three 
blocks off, tho physicians pronounced 
the laborer's case to be one of genuine 
Asiatic cholera, and the man was re- 
moved to the Moabit hospital. 


Reports from forty towns in North 


Germany, exclusive of Ilamburg and 
Altona, show that In each cases of 
cholera have been discovered. In none 
of them, howevor, has it become epi- 
demic, and m all the victims havo been 
isolated. The Berlin health officers arc 
confident that the country has seen tho 
worst of tho cholera plague. 
The North Oerman Lloyd Will Take 
Extraordinary' Precautions. 


BBEMKN, Aug. 81.—The North Oer- 


man Lloyd Steamship Co. announce 
that each of the steamers o( that line 
will carry two doctors during tho 
prevalence of the cholera epidemic. 
All their vessels will be disinfected 
twice daily and all baggage 'will bo 
disinfected in a special shcil before it is 
allowed to bo put on. board the steam- 
ers. 
During the voyage only water 


that has been boiled or with which 
muriatic acid has been mixed will be 
supplied to crews and passengers. 


Vessels Reid lot Disinfection. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 81.—The steamship 


Clrcassla, from Glasgow, and the steam- 
ship Friesland, from Antwerp, which 
arrived bore Monday night; also tho 
steamship Veendam, from Rotterdam, 
which arrived about mxm yesterday, 
are being held for disinfection at quar- 
antine. 
The passengers are all well. 


Tho cabin passengers of the Friesland 
will tj transferred to the city and the 
vessel released. 
The Circossia and 


Veendam will be held five days under 
the new regulations. 
Ordered to Pnmlirate the Lu rouge of 
Paa«ena*or». 


LONDON, Aug. 81.—Steamship agents 


at Queenstown have been ordered to 
f'imlgate the luggage of passengers on 
the three steamers which will touch at 
that port en route to New York on 
Thursday. 


'Twas Hot Cholera. 


LONDON, Aug. 31.—Ida Samuan, the 


T-year-old child of Russian emigrant*, 
who was taken to the hospital on Sun- 
day, suspected of having cholera, is 
dead. The post mortem examination 
revealed acute Inflammation of tho 
bowels, but not cholera. 


Two More Deaths at Antwerp. 


ANTWERP, Aug. 81.—There have bce« 


two more deaths from Asiatic cholera. 
Besides the tweotj-four cases in the 
hospital there are several in private 
houses. 


A Port»Dle~Ho»plt»l. 


VIENNA, Aug. 81.—A cholera hospital 


with 000 beds, which can be sent to any 
part of the empire, has been constructed 
here. 


A ValM Beport Corrected.

patients, in their soiled bedding and 
personal effects and in cholera-infected 
rooms. For internal use as a prcvtntive 
the acid mny be taken in the form of 
lemonade in the proportion nt twenty 
drops of diluted sulphuric noid to not 
lees than 4 ounces of lemonade, or thirty 
drupe of aromatic sulphuric acid may be 
substituted for the dilated noiu."
